If the po tato bin is emptied du ring this w inter and nex t spi u g it will 


m ean that by eating mo re po tato es we eat less bread and therefo re hav e 


m o re wheat to send to the so ldiers who are fighting fo r o u r freedo m.

will also mean th at the bin will hav e ro o m to receiv e the new po tato cro p 


nex t fall. 
Bu t if we fail to empty it this w inter— th a t is, if w’e do no t, at 


o nce, co mmence eo eat mo re po tato es than we hav e been eating, and co m­ 


mence to m arket the po tato es that we hav e been ho arding— the m arket may 


be glu tted when the new cro p co mes nex t su m m er.

W ashington, Jan. 1% — Presid ent WU 
son last night announced his sup p ort 
of the fed eral woman suffrage am end ­ 
ment, n vote on which will be taken in 
the house nt five o’clock tod ay . 
The p resid ent m ad e the announce­ 
ment to a d elegation of rep resenta­ 
tives head ed by Tay lor of Colorad o. 
The com mittee issued tin* following 
statem ent on leaving the W hite H ouse:

tice to the women of the country and 
the world .” 
Passage of Amendment Certain. 
Passage of the am end m ent is now 
regard ed as a certainty . It is p red icted 
op p osition in the house when the vote 
comes -will be negligible. 
A p oll tnlcen beforo the com mittee 
went to the W hite ffouse showed 27 0 
for the am end m ent aud 120 op p osed . 
Most of the op p osition then was reg­ 
istered from the South, w here ap p ré­ 
hension is felt over the p rosp ect of 
negro women voting. 
It is ex p ected the p resid ent’s sup p ort 
of suffrage will swing the senate, hith­ 
erto regard ed as ex trem ely d oubtful. It 
was p red icted there would be no seri­ 
ous d ifficulty in getting the m easure 
through the up p er house.

Women’s War Work Wins Vote. 
Reversing his attitud e that suffrage 
was a m atter for tin* states to d eter­ 
mine, the p resid ent d rew a d istinction 
between p rohibition, to which the Con­ 
stitution makes no reference, nnd the 
elective franchise, on which congress 
lias constitutional authority to legis­ 
late. 
Mr. Wilson was quoted as having 
said the women of the country , by 
their unselfish d evotion to the coun­ 
try ’s need s in the war. had won the 
right to favorable consid eration. 
He called attention to the p romise 
of G reat Britain to grant English 
women the franchise and referred to 
the reform as one attracting the a t­ 
tention of all forw ard looking na­ 
tions.

Russ Army Tel l s Trotzky to Be 
Fi rm at Peace M«*et. 


Bo lshcv iki Fo reign Minister Pro mises

I'etrogrnd, Jan. 10.—A.s the Russian 
peace delegates passed along the way 
to renew the negotiations with the 
Germ ans the Russian troops in the 
trendies

Brest-Litovsk

in » o n Leon Trotzk y, the bolshevik for­ 
eign m inister: 
"Be firm. 
Dou’t m ak e a dishonor­ 
able peace.” 
Trotzk y replied to this urging: 
“We did not overthrow* the czar to 
bow to German im perialism .” 
A dispatch, detailing this and other 
im p ortant 
facts, 
was 
received 
at 
Smolny instiiute, the bolshevik head­ 
quarters. 
The tenor of the disp atch indicated 
that the R ussians would continue to 
insist upon the transfer of the con­ 
ference to a neutral sta te in order to 
gain more publicity, which the Rus­ 
sians consider extrem ely im portant. 
The bolshevik headquarters is re­ 
ceiving by telegrap h the com ments of 
the German press, among others that 
of the F rank furter Zeitung, which in 
un editorial declares tha t Germany 
should not hesitate to move the con­ 
ference elsewhere, as tin* question of 
place was no rock on which to break 
off the most im p ortant conference.

Department o f J ustice Denies U. 3. Is 
To o Lenient With Enemies. 
W ashington, Jan. 10.—Vigorous ex­ 
ception was tak en by the dep artm ent 
of .justice to com plaints that the gov­ 
ernm ent is too lenient in dealing with 
enemy aliens. 
In a statem ent 
was 
declared the government is exercising 
“rigorous 
severity.” 
The 
statem ent 
continues: 
“For obvious reasons neither the to­ 
tal num ber nor the nam es of persons 
seized and later actually interned have 
been made public. 
Of the many hun­ 
dreds of men so seized and interned 
for the duration of the w ar by this de­ 
p artm ent, only six—a negligible frac­ 
tion of the total—have been paroled 
p erm anently. 
“Tem porary p aroles have been grant­ 
ed in only ten cases—lik ew ise an in­ 
finitesimal fraction of the total number 
interned. 
In several of the ten cases 
so tem p orarily paroled for a few week s’ 
period, p aroles were granted for hu­ 
m anitarian reasons. The rem ainder of 
the ten were tem porarily paroled for 
confidential reasons a t the request of 
the intelligence officers of the govern­ 
m ent.” 


BAKER SUSPENDS U. S. GUARD 


Further 
Organizatio n 
Is 
Sto pped— 
“ Changed Co nditio ns” Reaso n. 
W ashington, Jan. 10.—F urther or­ 
ganization of the United States Guard 
has been suspended, Secretary Bak er 
announced, and the special protective 
duty for which the Guard was author­ 
ized will be done by arm y troops, sup ­ 
plem ented by the 1,800 federal G uards­ 
men. to which num ber enrollm ent is 
now lim ited. Originally it was plannéd 
to m ak e the Guard a sp ecial federal 
police force of about 25,000 officers 
and men for service largely in the com­ 
m unities in which they were enlisted 
in enforcing enemy alien proclam a­ 
tions and other such work . 
“Changed 
conditions” is the only reason given in 
tthe order for the new’ plan.
